enty Miles From Mobile, Ala. 


Mobile, Ala., Oct. 20. — The worst 
wreck that lias occurred near Mobile 
in many years happened when a sp e­ 
cial train on the Mobile & Ohio, car­ 
rying 175 enlisted men from Hie One 
Hundred and Ninaty-ninth and Thirty- 
seventh companies, -mast artillery, sta­ 
tioned at Fort Morgan, and four offl- 
cers, went into a deep ravine off a 
trestle three miles and a hall from 
Bucatunna, Miss., and seventy miles 
from Mobile, sent twelve enlisted in* n 
to death and injured between forty and 
fifty others, including several of the 
train crew. 
The soldiers were enroute to Meri­ 
dian, Miss., to give an exhibition at 
the Alabatna-.Mississlppl 
state 
fair. 
None of the officers in the train were 
hurt. 
A telegram sent to Major Burgess, 
in command of 
Fort Morgan, states 
that several bodies w ere pinned under 
the wrecked ears and that the wreck­ 
ing crews, with the aid of the soldiers 
who escaped unhurt, made desperate 
efforts to get them out. 
Tin* scene of the wreck is at the 
sam e Root w here in I xxii Rube Bur­ 
rows, ii noted outlaw, held up and rob­ 
bed a Mobile ifc Ohio train of several 
thousand dollars, stopping the express 
car on the sa m e trestle from which 
the troop train toppled. 
Special trains bearing doctors and 
narrow were sent out of Mobile and 
Meridian, and the work of rescuing tim 
Injured from the wreck was done by 
the aid of lanterns and bonfires. 
The Injured were placed in the ape 
d a l trains and nome of them brought 
to Mobile and others were taken to 
Meridian. 
Most of those killed were chi tied 
and maimed by the* coaches falling on 
them.
